Richards said, “People who cannot tolerate open discus- 
sion are basically insecure in their own beliefs.” 

There are often two ends of the spectrum at BYU. 
Richards said there are people on campus who don’t want 
the theory of evolution taught and will report to the ad- 
ministration and General Authorities those faculty mem- 
bers who do teach it. 

While at the other extreme there are professors who 
would share the view that the Book of Mormon was in- 
spired but not an ancient document. 

Former assistant professor David Wright was fired for 
such a view. He said from BYU’s point of view what he 
was saying struck at the foundations of the Church. How- 


ever, he said, “From my perspective, I saw that it was not 
to threaten or tear down but expand the ways we can deal 
with conflicts that arise.” 

Richards said there is a difference between professors 
who advocate a personal and professional belief that a 
particular point of LDS doctrine is not true and a person 
who exposes students to adverse views but doesn’t be- 
lieve in the adverse views themselves. 

However, sometimes students and professors confront 
negative feedback for exposing students to adverse views 
without endorsing those views. Richards said, “Unfortu- 
nately, in some of our self-righteous zeal, we are quick to 
brand that person as a heretic or apostate.”

Fighting continues 
as mass graves 


VUKOVAR, Yugoslavia — As of- 
ficials filled mass graves with hun- 
dreds of corpses left by a brutal three- 
month siege, Serb forces turned their 
attention Thursday to other Croatian 
strongholds of eastern Croatia. 

Heavy fighting was also reported 
on the Adriatic coast of the secession- 
ist Croatian republic, with 2,000 
refugees reportedly fleeing. 

But officials said U.N. envoy Cyrus 
Vance was close to winning support 
for a.U.N. peacekeeping force for 
Croatia. 

In Zagreb, the Croatian capital, 


Defense Ministry and diplomatic 


sources reported a massive federal 
army buildup around Osijek, 20 miles 
northwest of Vukovar. Osijek is the 
capital of the Slavonia region of Croa- 
tia. 

The reports could not be immedi-. 
ately confirmed, but reservists in 
Vukovar said they had been told their 
next targets were Osijek and 
Vinkovei, a major rail junction west of 
Vukovar. 

“We are going on. Osijek,” said 
Zeljko Raznatovic, commander of 
Serb volunteers in Vukovar. 

Osijek is nearly encircled by Serb- 
dominated forces and has been 
Shelled almost daily for several 
months. 

The barrages reportedly intensi- 
fied Thursday. 

With the capture of Vukovar over 
the weekend, federal troops and Serb 
irregulars gained control over a slice 
of eastern Croatia along the Danube 
River. The capture of Osijek and 
Vinkovci would ensure domination of

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a much broader swath. 

Meanwhile, Vance, the former 
U.S. secretary of state, pressed his 
mission to try to persuade Croatia 
and its rival, Serbia, to agree on 
terms for U.N. forces to be sent to 
Croatia to end the bloody 4 1/2- 
month-old civil war. 

Vance met Thursday night with 
Serbian President Slobodan Milo- 
sevic and with the leader of the ethnic 
Serb separatists of Croatia. The 
Yugoslav news agency Tan) ug quoted 
Milosevic as saying a “major step” 
had been achieved toward “establish- 
ing peacekeeping forces which will 
protect, above all, the Serbian people 
in the regions, their freedom and 
safety.” 

President. Alija Izetbegovic of 
Bosnia-Hercegovina, who also met 
with Vance, was quoted as Croat, 
Serbian and federal leaders had ap- 
parently agreed to Vance’s proposal. 

There were no details of any plan, 
however, and Croatian officials had 
no comment. Both sides have agreed 
in principle to peacekeepers, but dis- 
agree on where ‘they should be 
posted. 

The fighting began in Croatia after 
the republic declared independence 
on June 25. Since then, Serb-led 
forces have seized a third of the re- 
public’s territory. 

Serbia says that Serbs living in 
Croatia face persecution in an inde- 
pendent Croatia. The secessionist re- 
public counters that Serbia is making 
a grab for territory as Yugoslavia dis- 
integrates. 

Between 3,000 and 7,000 people are 
estimated to have died in the fighting, 
hundreds of them in Vukovar. 


Bush signs civil rights bill, 
ends congressional battle

WASHINGTON President 
Bush signed a civil rights bill Thurs- 
day that he said would “fight the evil 
of discrimination,” and tried to silence 
anew furor over race by withdrawing 
a tentative order to end government 
hiring preferences for blacks and 
women. 

“For the past few years the issue of 
civil rights legislation has divided 
America,” Bush said. “No more.” 

The political divisions that sus- 
tained a two-year congressional fight 
over the civil rights bill and prompted 
Bush to veto a similar measure last 
year, remained sharp. 

The new law negates Supreme 
Court decisions that made it more dif- 
ficult for minorities to win lawsuits 
charging job discrimination by em- 
ployers. 

It also expands the rights of women 
and religious minorities to sue and 
collect damages for job discrimina- 
tion, including sexual harassment. 

It was Bush’s agreement to support 
a modified version of the bill and drop 
his potent political argument that it 
would prompt employers to resort to 
racial quotas, that brought over- 
whelming congressional passage. 

Bush signed the Civil Rights Act of 
1991 in a Rose Garden ceremony that 
was overshadowed by the storm of 
controversy over a proposed presi- 
dential affirmative-action order cireu-

lated Wednesday evening to govern- 
ment agencies. Most Democrats 
stayed away from the signing in 
protest. 

The order would have ended pref- 
erential hiring and promotions for 
women and minorities and dropped 
federal guidelines for hiring practices 
that the courts apply to private busi- 
nesses. 

White House spokesmen said Bush 
had never seen the document. They 
said it was written by his legal coun- 
sel, C. Boyden Gray, and circulated 
without Bush’s approval. 

After the signing, the White House 
released a new statement in Bush’s 
name replacing the earlier one and 
deleting the termination orders for 
affirmative action programs. 

But presidential press secretary 


the possibility that Bush would later 
order such changes. 

“We support preferences and set- 
asides as long as they’re consistent 
with the law,” Fitzwater said. 

A senior administration official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said there is strong support among 
Bush’s advisers for proceeding with 
the dismantling of some affirmative 
action programs. 

That official predicted more activ- 
ity in that area and said Bush decided 
to remove the language proposed by 
Gray because “he thought this was 
not the right time.” 

“I support affirmative action,” 
Bush said in signing the new civil 
rights law. 

“Nothing in this bill overturns the 
government’s affirmative action pro- 
gram. 

“Unlike last year’s bill, a bill I was 
forced to veto, this bill will not en- 
courage quotas or racial preferences 
because this bill will not encourage 
lawsuits on the basis of numbers 
alone,” Bush said. 

He called the measure “a law that 
will fight the evil of discrimination 
while also building bridges of har- 
mony between Americans of all races, 
sexes, creeds and backgrounds.” 

Bush was joined at the bill signing 
ceremony by congressional Republi- 
cans, administration officials and one 
Democratic sponsor, Sen. Edward M.

Prosecution rests in Watkins murder case 


NEW YORK — The prosecution in the trial of four youths charged with 
murdering Utah tennis fan Brian Watkins rested Thursday after a serologist 
testified she found human blood on some of the defendants’ clothing. 

Dr. Evelina Gelber of the city medical examiner’s office said she found two 
blood stains on a sleeve of the shirt Emiliano Fernandez wore the night he and 
seven others allegedly attacked and robbed the Watkins family. 

Fernandez admitted in a videotaped statement that he slashed a man across 
the buttocks with a razor-edged box cutter during the subway station robbery 
at Seventh Avenue and 53rd Street on Sept. 2, 1990. 

That man was Sherwin Watkins, 47, Brian’s father, who was robbed of $200, 
Assistant District Attorney Thomas Schiels says. 

The teens said they used the money to get the $15 admission to Roseland, a 
nearby dance hall. 

Gelber, the prosecution’s last witness, said she found no blood on clothes 
worn that night by the other three teens now on trial, but she did detect it on 
clothes of some of the young men who are to be tried later. 

The serologist said she was unable to determine whose blood she was testing 
because the samples were too small or because the samples were not properly 
preserved. 


Utah budgets for ritualistic child abuse 


SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Norm Bangerter says the state should hire 
more investigators to probe allegations of ritualistic child sexual abuse in 
Utah. 

“We think it is time to have a thorough investigation to resolve this issue,” 
Deputy Chief of Staff Enid Greene said Wednesday. 

The governor will include funds in his state budget proposal for an investiga- 
tive unit that would operate out of the attorney general’s office. He also has 
suggested that a state committee formed to examine the issue should consider 
disbanding. 

According to some therapists and other believers, ritualistic abuse involves 
torture, often sexual, in ceremonies that mock conventional religious rituals 
and are carried out by satanists bent on gaining absolute control over their 
victims. 

Attorney General Paul Van Dam acknowledged the issue poses great diffi- 
culty for law enforcement but pledged his office would pursue prosecutions. 


Average age of college students rising 


WASHINGTON — College students are older than ever before — one in 
four is 30 or more, a government survey said Thursday. Many of the students 
are women updating their job skills. 

These older students are practical, they demand full value for their tuition 
dollar, and they’re tough competitors for top grades. 

“Older students often fret about going back to the classroom and competing 
with bright-eyed younger people, but I think for the most part, they manage 
well,” said Susan Kaufmann, associate director of the Center for the Educa- 
tion of Women at the University of Michigan in Ann Arbor, Mich. 

Tom Snyder of the National Center for Education Statistics in Washington 
said most fall into these categories: 

— Students taking longer to get their degrees. Some college students in 
their 30s are completing work they started in their 20s. 

— Engineers and other technical workers wanting to improve their skills on 
the job. Some take a course or two, without worrying about a degree. 

—Professionals wanting an advanced degree, such as a masters of business 
administration. 


16 Haitians drown off coast of Cuba 


MIAMI — Sixteen Haitians drowned and 119 others were missing after a 
boat carrying 200 refugees capsized off the eastern tip of Cuba, Cuban news 
organizations reported Thursday. 

Prensa Latina, the official Cuban news agency, said Cuba had mounted a 
land, air and sea rescue operation after the boat capsized Tuesday night. 

The flight of Haitians is partly the result of a hemisphere-wide embargo 
imposed against Haiti after the military staged a coup there on Sept. 30. 

State Department spokeswoman Margret Tutwiler said Haitians face great 
danger in attempting to flee by boat. She cited as an example a 40-foot vessel 
severely overloaded with 238 people, who were rescued by the Coast Guard 
last week. 

“Tt carried no life jackets, no flares, no radio, no beacon, no charts, no 

,.Havigational equipment,” she said. Chet ise 
Lik ts have prompted the Coast Guard to estimat 
tis ople survive, she said. ae 


~U'S. afraid of N. Korean nuclear capability 


SEOUL, South Korea — The United States will delay withdrawals of U.S. 
troops from South Korea to pressure North Korea to stop making nuclear 
weapons, Secretary of Defense Dick Cheney announced Thursday. 

The announcement underscored growing U.S. concern about Communist 
North Korea’s nuclear capability and its refusal to allow inspection of its 
nuclear and reprocessing facilities. 

North Korea denies any nuclear weapons program, but South Korean 
officials say the secretive nation could manufacture weapons-grade nuclear 
bombs in two or three years. U.S. officials say it could be sooner. 

Speaking at the end of two days of security talks with South Korea, Cheney 
said that troop cutbacks will be postponed “until the dangers and uncertainties 
of the North Korean nuclear program have been thoroughly addressed. 

“We are convinced that North Korea is developing the capability to build a 
nuclear weapon,” said Cheney, whose talks with South Korean officials fo- 
cused on the North’s nuclear weapons development.

The roof will then be mechanically fastened down with 
plates and screws. A waterproof membrane of Hypalon 
will be put on the very top, which will also be fastened 
down mechanically, except for the area over the pool, 
which will be glued down because of the steep slopes. 

Work on the roof first started over the pool area be- 
cause it is the highest part of the roof, and it has steep 
slopes.

Racism still alive in courts, 


Utah's first black judge says

Utah’s first African-American 
judge spoke at the second annual Di- 
versity Conference at the J. Reuben 
Clark Law School Thursday and said 


| racism still exists in Utah. 


Third District judge Tyrone Med- 
ley said as a judge he is seeing the 
effects of racism in his court today. 

Medley said a government can pass 
legislation prohibiting racism, but 
“people have to change their hearts 
and heads before anything can be 
done.” 

He related a story of an arrest that 
recently occurred in Utah. 

A man was arrested for possessing 
a concealed weapon while he was at- 
tending a drive-in movie. The arrest- 
ing officer testified that the man said, 
“There are too many niggers at the 
drive-in, and I need a gun to protect 


» myself.” 


Early in Medley’s life he realized if 
he was going to become something he 
wanted to be, he had to get more edu- 
cation. 

He was raised in a suburb of 
Philadelphia during the civil unrest of 
the 1960s and saw what someone 
could become if they chose not to take 
advantage of the education process. 

While many of his friends were get- 
ting lost in drugs and alcohol, Medley 
said he was fortunate enough to come 
face to face with a policeman who 
changed his life. 

Medley was involved in the demon- 
strations and riots during that period. 
He said one time he was running 
down the street and had to find cover 
because he was being pelted with 
rocks, 

He ducked under a overhang and 
found he was seeking protection in 
the same place as a police officer. It 
was then he realized he needed to be 
more than another casualty of the 
demonstrations. 

Medley decided to stay in school. 


Utah native first in hall of fame 


in Russia this past summer,” he said. 
Arch Madsen, former president of 
Bonneville International Corporation 
and chair of the National Communica- 
tions Advisory Board, which advises 
BYU’s communications department, 
was the key speaker. 
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He got involved in athletics and even- 
tually came to the University of Utah 
on a basketball scholarship. 

After graduating with a degree in 
political science, he went on to get his 
law degree from the U of U. 

In order to overcome the attitude of 
“ast hired, first fired,” he listened to 
his family, who stressed education 
and moral character. 

Medley said it was his family’s guid- 
ance and faith in God that allowed him 


to survive. 

He said, “I wasn’t going to be sec- 
ond to anyone.” 

Medley decided he was going to 
make his civil rights statement by fur- 
thering his education. 

He said in order to get rid of racism 
and discrimination, we need to widen 
institution and government action. 
Most importantly, however, he said 
the thoughts and attitudes of private - 
individuals need to be changed.

Fiber optics 
a year early

Provo will have the most state-of- 
the-art cable system in the state of 
Utah when TCI Cablevision of Utah 
Inc. finishes installing a complex fiber 
optics system, said Paul Venturella, 
general manager of TCI Cablevision 
of Utah. 

The million dollar fiber optics pro- 
ject is one year ahead of schedule and 
has the capacity to give viewers more 
than they could ever want,” Ven- 
turella said. 


“The possibilities are limitless with. . 


this system,” Venturella said. 

In this complex system, tiny lasers 
transmit incredible amounts of infor- 
mation in lightwaves over strands of 
glass no larger than a strand of hair. 

Fiber optics provide viewers with a 
more reliable system of viewing, be- 
cause the chance of an outage is 
greatly reduced. Picture quality is en- 
hanced, and the number of channels a 
viewer may receive is more than they 
could ever handle, Venturella said. 

TCI Cablevision of Utah commit- 
ted to Provo City in a franchise agree- 
ment in May of this year that they 
would extend the cable system to ev- 
ery home in Provo before May 1, 
1993. 

Venturella said 100 percent service 
in Provo will be completed on time: 

The system provides viewers with 
16 channels with the capacity to re- 
ceive 60 channels with at least 41 of 
those being activated by May 1994. 

It has also provided two separate 
Emergency Alert Systems for the use 
of local Disaster Preparedness Offi- 
cials in case of emergencies like floods 
or chemical spills. 

TCI Cablevision has also installed a 
direct line from Provo City Hall and 
donated equipment to the city that 
will enable the city to cablecast pro- 
gramming from City Hall.

bill collectors, deferring $3.6 billion 
in debt payments and offering new 
loans that would be secured by So- 
viet gold reserves. 

The agreement is aimed at allow- 
ing the Soviet Union to save its tradi- 
tionally good credit rating and gives 
it time and money to implement vital 
economic reforms. 

“The chance for real reform is now 
there,” said David Mulford, U.S. 
representative at the Group of Seven 
talks with republic officials. 

A communique signed at the end of the talks said eight 
of the 12 remaining Soviet republics agreed to repay the 
entire foreign debt run up by the former Communist 
central government and to work with the International 
Monetary Fund to restructure the economy. 

Questions remained about the exact size of the foreign 
debt, with estimates ranging from $65 to $100 billion. 

Mulford, a top Treasury Department official, said all 
cguntries that lend money to the Soviet Union will be 
invited to a meeting to calculate the amount of outstand- 
ing IOUs. They would also be asked to join the debt-re- 
hef plan by the Group of Seven — the United States, 
Japan, Germany, France, Britain, Italy and Canada. 

The plan allows the Soviet Union to defer payments 
on the principal of medium- and long-term foreign debts 
until at least March 31. 

After a review at that point, the deferral will probably 
be extended to the end of 1992, providing the republics 
make progress on their promises to disband the old

command economy and move to a free market system. 
Interest on the debt must continue to be paid. 
Mulford said the Soviet Union will be deferring pay- 


He said that when loans from an- 
other 10 creditor countries and com-_ 
mercial banks are included, the de- 
ferral could be as high as §6 billion. 

The agreement also holds out the 
possibility of up to $1 billion in emer- 
gency financing in the form of a gold 
swap. 

Under the arrangement, the So- 
viet Union would sell a portion of its 
gold reserves to the Group of Seven 
at current market prices with the op- 
tion of buying it back again later. 

At current prices, the Soviet Union would have to sell 
roughly half its gold reserves, or more than 100 metric 
tons, to raise $1 billion. 

The Soviet Union has only 240 metric tons of gold left 
in its reserves, according to Grigory Yavlinksy, the top 
Soviet economic adviser. The State Bank says there is 
more, but Mulford said the group accepts Yavlinsky’s 
figures. 

The Soviets are reluctant to part with any more gold, 
and Mulford said the gold swap will be used only if the 
Soviets request it. 

“They will have that in their quiver of arrows, in their 
tool bag,” he said. 

Mulford said the Group of Seven has no firm figure for 
the Soviet foreign debt, but it’s estimated to be $65-70 
billion. That is lower than the $81 billion suggested by 
some Soviets, or the $100 billion figure used by the vice 
president of Uzbekistan, quoting the Soviet foreign 
trade bank.

SALT LAKE CITY W— Prosecu- 
tors on Thursday freed a man jailed 
since Sunday in the stabbing deaths of 
his wife and three children. 

“We don’t have any prime sus- 
pects,” said Bud Ellett, chief of the 
Salt Lake County attorney’s Justice 
Division. : 

Sam Kastanis, 43, was released af- 
ter lawmen were unable to meet a 5 
p.m. deadline imposed by a judge, 
who said charges must be filed by that 
time. 

“The investigation is continuing is 
all I can say,” Ellett said. “It just 
hasn’t reached the point where we can 
issue a complaint.” 

Police sources, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said investigators 
were hampered because much of the 
evidence pointing to Kastanis also 
could be explained by his living in the 
home.

assistant professor of anthropology, 
said students come to him with ques- 
tions about how to accommodate their 
testimonies to the rigor of academic 
life. “I wish you could sense the pain, 
the emotion, the worry, the fear, the 
anguish, particularly when so many of 
their teachers and peers see their 
feelings as illegitimate or apostate.” 

Through all the struggles and re- 
wards of academic life, Hafen 
stresses the importance of free 
agency. “If we don’t arrive at our con- 
victions in a free environment, those 
convictions aren’t worth much.” 

The tensions coming from 
combining secular and religious edu- 
cation will probably always be a part 
of a church-sponsored institution. 
Cathy Black, Faculty Advisory Coun- 
cil co-chair, said, “Academic freedom 
keeps coming back around for discus- 
sion. It will be a continual topic be- 
cause of the unique nature of BYU.” 

The restrictions on free expression 
on topics of a religious nature will also 
probably continue to exist at BYU. 
Lynn England, chair of the Sociology 
Department, outlined those restric- 
tions as three things a professor can’t 
dispute: The nature of God the Fa- 
ther, the divinity of Jesus Christ and 
the mission of Joseph Smith. 

Hafen said professors understand 
the tensions of combining the secular 
with the religious, but Richards said, 
“There are professors who have paid 
a price pursuing what they perceived 
as academic freedom, and I dare say 
there will be more who do so.”
